DEAR POLLY — I keep a small piece of carpet under the

DEAR POLLY—It is usually more economical to buy large size 
boxes of cereal, but those tall boxes will not stand up in many 
cupboards I cut off about two inches from the top all the way 
around the box, shake the cereal down in the bag inside and 
refold the waxed paper so it fits on the shelf.

Oley era—Leaves of this 
slightly upright shrub (four 
to six feet tall, three to five 
feet spread) are very glossy 
and dark green Few, if any, 
pests attack cleyera. It is 
hardy in both sun and sliade.

Fall Gardening Time 


Although there is still 
plenty 
of 
hot 
sum m er 
weather ahead, it’s time to 
start getting things in shape 
for your 
fall 
vegetable 
garden, says Jam es R. 
R isinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Spring gardens generally 
did well in most parts of 
Collin 
County 
although 
adverse weather conditions 
reduced some yields 
Now the fall gardening 
season is approaching, and 
that 
means 
getting 
land 
prepared 
and 
getting 
transplants started as soon 
as possible. 
According to R isinger, 


m any popular vegetables 
such as tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplants, 
pole 
beans, 
potatoes, okra, cucumbers, 
and squash can be planted 
during the coming weeks.. 
Also, 
the 
so-called 
“ winter” vegetables such as 
b r o c c o l i , 
c a b b a g e , 
cauliflower, greens, parsley 
and carrots can be planted at 
this time for early 
har­ 
vesting Irater plantings of 
these cold-hardy crops will 
supply fresh vegetables well 
into winter. 
What are some of the 
important aspects of fall 
gardening9 
First of all. get the land 
into good shape, Risinger 
points out.

Transplanting is a good 
practice in the fall since this 
allows seed to be started in 
areas sheltered from high 
tem p eratu res and drying 
winds.
